The 
sumo remarks apply to duties when export- 
ing to foreign countries, tho bulk of tho 
duty being actually paid on tho wood reels, 
as tho silk cannot bo weighed separately 
from them. 


To remedy this defect aud to relieve tha 


manufacturer of his heavy tax, Mr. John 
Keats, whose name is well known in con- 
nect ion with bootnmking machinery, has 
invented n spool which, from its lightness, 
is named I he "featbet-weight." This spool, 
which is B,'f inches in diameter and of tho 
thickness of a visiting card, is formed with 
serrations or blits around its circumference, 
which produce cars of petal shaped projec- 
tions radiating from tho center. It is modi' 
from celluloid, which is wood pulp chem- 
ically treated in order to neutralize the re.sia 
which is retained in the. ordinary wood reeln 
and which supports insect life, to tho det- 
riment of I he goods, especially when exposed 
in oriental countries.—London Tiima.

At once 
a heavy salute from tbe gum of tbe 
Doited States ship Andrew Johnson 
pealed forth the nation's greeting and 
700 flags were released to the breeze, 
while a great wave of music pealed 
forth.

formally thrown open to the world.

ing ceremonies, tbe rush reached its 
height. The committee to call upon 
the president was at tbe Lexington 
hotel early 
Tbe President and bis

George's Church, New York, racently 
suggested a startling and original 
method of reforming the liquor traffic. 
Assuming it as proved that in some 
form or another alcohol is here to stay, 
and that its use cannot be entirely 
abolished, he concluded that tbe masses 
of the people must have provided for 
them some means of procuring drink 
which would not be accompanied by 
the evil associations at present con~ 
nected with tbe saloons What are we 
to do, therefore, with the mass of the 
populace that demand alcohol in some 
shape or other i The answer to this 
question Dr. Rainsford finds in the 
fact that amusement, variety, aroused 
interest are the true and deadliest 
foes to the drink habit , and he con- 
tends that what tbe people need is a 
public house that will be no mere dram 
shop, but will be in effect a club house, 
providing food of various kinds, amuse- 
ment such as music, and making the 
sale of milk, coffee ana tea as much 
its staple trade as beer, wines, etc. 
He proposes that groups of people in 
our large cities should establish such 
public houses, which would be effect* 
ive rivals of the saloons by cheering 
the sadly monotonous lives of a large 
part of our city population. To se- 
cure the widest discussion of this sug- 
gestion, Dr. Rainsford has adopted a 
somewhat unique plan. 
He will write 


two articles on tbe subject, the first of 
which appears in the May number of 
the North American Review. In this 
he will define his theory briefly, and 
invite the public at large to send him 
questions and criticisms regarding it 
His second article will appear in tbe 
June number of the Review, and in it 
he will answer the most pertinent of 
the questions and criticisms which 
have been sent to him.

HOUSE CLEANING HINTS. 


THINGS IN WHICH THE HOUSEWIFE IS 


IN1ERESTM) 


In this season of general upturning 


and house cleaning it may not be amiss 
to remember that ammonia in water 
cleanses glass and paint much better 
than soap does, that it sometimes costs 
iessj;o have a badly soiled room re- 
painted, after a moderate use of the 
mop and brush, than it does to have it 
scrubbed and scoured, to say nothing 
of the expenditure of strength, that 
salt and vinegar brightens Drasb as 
well as any more modern and expensive 
potions, that i small bag of charcoal 
hung in a rain water barrel purifies it 
perfectly, that plaster busts and statu- 
ettes may be cleaned, when U is not 
desired to paint them, by dipping them 
into thick liquid starch and drjing, 
and when the starch is brushed off the 
dirt is brushed off with it, that it is a 
good plan to go o\er the bedsteads 
before beginning any of the cleaning, 
as delays in these days, when the sun 
has become strong, is apt to increase 
the trouble there, that it is wise to 
open the campaign at the top of the 
bouse and ID the unused rooms, and so 
!>ive less confusion and prominence to 
the affair, 
that, on reaching their 


breeding haunts at the bottom of the 
tiouoo, powdered buiuzc mixed With & 
little powdered sugar and scattered 
about in spots will prove certain death 
to cockroaches and to ants, and if that 
is not handy, a few drops of turpentine 
sprinkled here and there will be as 
effective in the case of these nuisances 
as is it in the case of moths

A DARING AEKONAUT 


BALLOONS RIGHTLY USED AID 


ENCE AND KNOWLEDGE, 


8CI 


An Experienced Frenchman who Has Dona 


Much With IIli Alrulilj> to Mako the 
Air KBvlgablo—Paueitgcrii Guaranteed 
Af-ulnnt Personal IiiJurH«. 


Probably aeronauts, like poets, arc born, 


Hot made. AH no man who has not been 
quickened by tho divine nfllatns can ever 
become u poet, though he may become a 
poetaster, so no man who has not been born 
with a icrnluB for aerial navigation can ever 
become an aeronaut, though ho may be- 
come an everyday balloonist. Any fool- 
hardy fellow can Koup in a balloon, but 
only a trained aeronaut knows uowtodo- 
rivo profit from such ascents into tha 
clouds. The balloonist gains the applause 
of n gaping multitude, tiie trained aeronaut 
gains only tho sympathy nnd the good 
wishes of those who, like himself, are 
•pending their lives in an attempt to unveil 
the fecrcts of science. 


If ever there was a born aeronaut, Cap- 


tain Kinilo Carton is one. All his life lie 
has studied balloons, and if he were by 
chance to be bereft of tho curious balloon 
which, is his constant companion, life for 
him indeed would not be worth living. A 
child of Paris, hi played with balloons in 
his boyhood, nnd all his years since thi-u 
liavo been devoted to the study i>[ acnal 
navigation. Ilia labors, ho claims, have not 
been in vain. 


That he is no dilettante can easily bo 


Dhovvn. lie mado his flrsljiiscont in Paris 
on Aug. 80, 1885, being then only 20 years 
old, and Fince then he has not only made 
numerous other ascents, but has also in- 
duced 120 persons to accompany him. lie 
has never met with an accident, and such 
Is the construction of his balloon that ho 
claims an accident is well nigh impossible. 
Nay, 
so conllilcnt is he that he if prepared 


to guarantee the personal safety of all sci- 
entists and other persons who may desire 
to accompany him on his ascents. 


Tin- I'retich Academy of Aerostation rec- 


ognized Captain Carton's merits in 1888 
and unanimously elected him a member of 
that body. In the same year ho took part 
in a balloon race at Paris and came in win- 
ner, there being four other balloons in the 
Held or rather in tho air. In tho follow- 
ing year he took part in four races and won 
three of them. For this exploit three gold 
medalstwcre awarded to him by tlio jury 
which was composed of eminent men o 
science. The secret of his success lay in the 
simple fact that ho knew how to guide his 
balloon through the opposing currents oi 
the upper air, and thus reached the goal, 
whereas his competitors were not only left 
far behind, hut were al.so forced to descend 
at points far distant from tho goal. In 
other words, liis thorough knowledge of 
meteorological laws enabled him to use tho 
aerial currents to his own advantage. 


In October, I860, ho made (mother ascent 


at Paris, during which ho had an oppor- 
tunity to study tho formation of rain and 
barometric depression, and furthermore 
was enabled to make certain observations 
resulting in someimportant meteorological 
forecasts of threatened storms. The sum- 
mer of 1890 he spent in a study of the winds 
at Calais, the result of which was that, 
starting out to sea in his balloon in July, 
he was enabled, when out of sight of land, 
to return to tho very spot from vihch he 
had started. He could not have accora- 
fu>*i»~d uiu» retiti ima in,*, u« y^^i^.^, _tw.a 
of t»io winds rendered it easy for him" to 
guide his balloon through the upper air 
currents. His next ascent wascqnally use- 
ful from a scientific point of view. It was 
made during a fog which was so dense that 
daylight was almost entirely obscured, and 
Captain Carton's object was to ascertain 
the exact density. Heascended to a height 
of 5,200 meters, nnd a little calculation 
showed him that the density of the fog was 
more than 4,000 meters. 
° 


His next experiment was undertaken with 


the object of finding out what effect baro- 
metric depression at a great height would 
have on animals. In this ascent, during 
which ho was accompanied by Dr. Citard, 
a well known physician, and several ani- 
mals, ho mado many useful observations, 
which were subsequently embodied in n re- 
port and published by the French Academy 
of Aerostation. Ho was also eminently 
successful in liis next ascent, which was 
made in company with an electrician who 
desired to determine thopresenceof electric 
fluid or ozone in the atmosphere. 


The aeronaut now came forward as a 


photographer. 
The idea struck him that 


very novel views of terrestrial objects could 
be obtained from his balloon, and he soon 
t ook photographs of Paris and its suburbs 
1 his work was done at a height varvine 
from BOO to 1,400 meters, ana tne peculiar 
feature of these photographs is that they 
contain details which are not visible to the 
naked eye. For this work Captain Carton 
leceivedago'd medal from the committee 
of the exposition do photographic. 


The aeronaut's first ascent from Amer- 


ican soil was made at Venezuela, being the 
first feat of tho kind ever performed iu that 
i ountry. From Venezuela Captain Carton 
c ame to this city, his object being to inter- 
< st scientific men in his method of aerial 
navigation and to satisfy them that bal- 
loons, if properly constructed and man- 
aged, are perfectly safe vehicles and ore the. 
means by which some abstruse scientific 
problems can be solved. His car will hold 
1 wo passengers besides himself, and each 
trip lasts, as n rule, about five or six hours 


\V hat an easel is to « painter or a Strad- 


uanus to a violinist, this balloon is to him 
And no wonder he guards it jealously, 
since all his life has been spent in studying 
nnd perfecting it. Other balloons arc ca- 
pricious wing bags, ever at the mercy of 
•nlnds and waves and liable to collapse 
lifter the least injury. His Jtaflloon, ho 
claims, is a faithful servant, ever obedient 
to its master's will and comparatively in- 
destructible. Its construction is certainly 
unique. Tne covering is of very strong 
china silk which he* been oiled four times 
nnd is entirely impervious to gas. Each 
separate piece of silk has been tested by a 
dynamometer and has been found capable 
of maintaining resistance at the rate of 
1,000 kilograms to every square meter 


Unlike all other balloons, it is not con- 


structed of silk joined vertically, but of 
small square pieces of silk, the largest of 
which is not even a yard in length. In 
this way the balloon is rendered practically 
indestructible. If an ordinary balloon is 
torn by accident, the entire apparatus is 
likely to collapse simply because the join- 
ings are far apart, whereas in this balloon 
thsy are close together, and a damaged 
•tjnare of silk can easily be replaced by a 
n(W square. There are 1,820 pieces of silk 
IS ?!S)ball-gon') maki"S «• circumference of 
40 yards. Previous to each ascent a sim- 
P'o apparatus Is att<«>ned to the balloon 
with the object of keeping it 30 meters 
above water in cose tbe wind should carrv 
it. out to sea.

GOLDWIN SMITH CONSIDERS SOME 


OBJECTIONS TO IT. 


Tho Annexation of Canada Viewed From 


the Standpoint of the American and the 
Canadian—The Four Divislona of Canada 
Viewed tut .States. 


Our good Canadian people are always be- 


ing told tlmr, they live under the gigantic 
t.hadow of a rapacious neighbor who is 
sleeplessly planning their annexation by 
force or fraud. The very name of Wash- 
ington is apt to excite their suspicion. They 
do not think of Washington as what it now 
is—a beautiful and attractive city with a 
brilliant aristocracy, the risingParis of this 
hemisphere, they think of it only as a cen- 
ter of political mischief. If any Canadian 
Liberal goes tueve, though it may be mere- 
ly for his enjoyment, they fancy that a plot 
is on foot, ijt though American presidents 
and ministers of state were in the habit of 
entering into plots with any unaccredited 
visitor who may piescnt himself at their 
doors. They cannot be made to understand 
that the general attitude of Americans on 
.lie Canadian question is one of indiffer- 
ence, and that you may spei«J weeks at 
Washington even in political society with- 
out bearing the subject mentioned. Of the 
lord ble an nexation of Canada I never heard 
an American speak. 


_Not only have the majority of Americans 
iithertobeen indifferent, but borne of them, 
as I have reason to know, are unwilling to 
admit Canada into the Union, even if she 
were to come of her own free will and with 
>he consent of hermothercountry. For this 
unwillingness, however, I aubmit there is 
10 good reason. Some suppose that Canada 
f admitted into the Union would form po- 
itically a compact and intrusive mass, dis- 
urbiug the balance of your politics or dom- 
ualing them in a Canadian interest.

The different 
parts of tho dominion are held together by 
tho political Me, which requires to be 
strengthened by such means as recent rev- 
elations have disclosed. With their ad- 
mission to the Union all their solidarity 
would be at an end. Each of them would 
obey its natural bias and be drawn toward 
the states which it adjoins. A political 
league between the British and French 
Canadians, above all, is inconceivable. 
Into which of the American parties—the 
Republican or Democratic—most of the 
Canadians would go it is impossible to say, 
when they have hitherto been strangers to 
both parlies, and there lias been nothing to 
foreshow their choice. All that can be said 
is that, having so long had a separate his- 
tory and tradition, they would be favora- 
ble to self government and opposed to any 
encroachments of the federal power. As 
they have remained strangers to any sin- 
ister influences which may exist in the 
Union they would ou their entrance, at all 
events, probably be a re-enforcement to the 
geneial party of reform. 


Observe that while the United States and 


Canada remain separate neither of them 
can control emigration, because while one 
of thorn shuts the front door, the back door 
will be opened by tho other. You make 
laws excluding the Chinese, and the result 
seems to be that the Canadian government 
raises a small revenue on their importation 
through Canada into your country. 


Observe, too, that tho Canadian north-

In extension of territory there can hardly 


be any danger, so long as" the extension is

In the present cases it is not only 


natural, but is imperatively enjoined by 
nature, which has clearly made this North 
American continent a territorial and eco- 
nomic whole. 


Politically the system of federation com- 


bining local self government and self de- 
velopment with the external security and 
internal freedom of trade and intercourse 
assured to all the members of the federal 
power seems capable of indefinite exten- 
sion. Mere enlargement or adjustment of 
the central administrativeand judicial ma- 
chinery at most is required. Of disruption 
there can hardly be any danger, unless 
there is a lino of cleavage, and, the tariff 
question .settled, there is no visible or as- 
signable line of cleavage, saving the old one 
between the wholly white and the partially 
black states, tho importance of wliicli 
would be diminished by the accession of 
Canada to the Union. 


Against any additional liabilities con- 


sequent on territorial or political extension 
is to be set the more than countervailing 
advantage of assured immunity from war. 
Let continental union take place, and it is 
hardly eanoeivuhlo *J»"-t « Kodtile foot 
should ever be set upon this continent, or 
that it should not remain forever securely 
dedicated to peaceful, industrial and pro- 
gressive civilization, 


The commercial objection that a market 


of 63,000,000 would be given for a market of 
S,000,0t5p hardly calls for examination. It 
would imply that the admission of Dakoca 
w^as a commercial loss to the rest of the 
Union. It would imply that the rest of the 
union \\ould be made richer by the exclu- 
sion of the state of New York. 


Let the objector look at the map, which 


is the one great teacher on this Canadian 
question. Let him suppose that the four 
territories of which the Dominion consists 
were in the Union, what would he say to 
anybody who would propose to take them 
out of it and form them into a separate and 
antagonistic^] power? When, if union ex- 
isted, division would be madness, is not re- 
union wisdom?—Goldwin Smith in New
